The  soccer  team  completed  the 
most  successful  season  in  school  history 
during  1993  as  it  posted  10  wins  for  the 
first  time  ever.  The  final  record  was  10- 
8-1,  and  a  conference  mark  of  2-4-1. 
The  team  scored  a  school  record  69 
goals,  led  by  junior  Sam  Koleduk. 

Koleduk,  who  became  the  all-time 
leader  at  Saint  Leo  in  goals  and  points, 
was  second  in  the  entire  country  in 
scoring.  He  was  named  Second  Team 
All-American,  First  Team  All-South  Re- 
gion, and  was  a  unanimous  AII-SSC  first 
team  selection. 

There  were  other  players  on  the 
team  that  enjoyed  record  breaking 
success.  Marcello  Cracolici  and  Steven 
Alvarez  set  a  new  mark  for  assists  in  a 
season  when  they  both  got  13.  Steven 
Alvarez  graduates  as  the  All-time  assist 
leader  in  Saint  Leo  history  with  34. 

The  team  as  a  whole  finished  8th  in 
the  country  in  scoring  with  an  average 
of  3.63  goals  a  game.

BASEBALL  REVIEW 

At  press  time  the  season  is  not  complete. 

The  baseball  team  has  35  wins  as  its  goal  with  the 
season  winding  down.  If  the  Monarchs  could  reach 
that  level  they  would  secure  the  second  best  record 
ever  in  Saint  Leo  history.  The  team  has  already  claimed 
some  milestones  this  season.  Senior  pitcher  Ken  Winkle 
established  a  new  single  season  strikeout  record.  The 
old  record  stood  at  309,  and  Winkle  has  310  with  12 
games  to  play.  The  Monarchs  also  broke  the  team 
strikeout  records.  The  old  record  of  333  fell  with  14 
games  to  play.  The  team  could  reach  the  400  mark  if 
they  continue  on  their  average.  The  team  is  currently 
on  pace  to  break  the  team  batting  average  for  the 
season.  The  record  is  .309  and  the  Monarchs  are  cur- 
rently hitting  .319. 

High  points  of  the  season  include  an  11  game  winning 
streak  that  four  Division  I  opponents.  The  Monarchs  put 
themselves  in  the  NCAA  record  book  in  seven  different 
categories  when  they  beat  Framingham  State  College 
from  Massachusetts,  32-3.
